The address 
expresses a strong disapproval of the pressure 
uow being exerted to bring about disorder, 
which it has been hitherto proved can only re- 
sult in *d vantage to the enemies of France. The 
new elections will constitute a compact major- 
ty in the Assembly, securing majorities therein 
to the admistratiou of Thiers and for the es- 
tablishment of republican institutions.

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POPULAR AGITATION IS ESO'LAND 
The progress of the e publican move- 
ment in England is the subject of a let- 
ter from Mr. Bradlaugh, M. IV. *ho as- 
BumeH to be the leader of that move- 
ment, to the London correspondent of 
the New York World, and is pub listed 
in that paper. At the same time the de- 
tails are given *of a Fenian procession 
ami meeting of some forty thousand m 
Hyde park, on Sunday, the 8d inst., m 
which the speakers berated the govern- 
ment quite roundly for its course to- 
wards the Fenian prisoners, forty-two 
of whom are alleged to bo imprisoned 
in English jails and subjected to cruel 
treatment. The proclamation summon- 
ing the meeting declared its object to 
bo to demand the release of these pris- 
oners, and spoke of Mr. Gladstone m 
-the Bourbon of Ireland." At the Ins 
session of Parliament an act was passed 
to prevent the holding of public meet- 
ings in the parks of the metropolis bu 
there seems to have been some doubt 
existing whether the law had yet come 
into operation. According to late cable 
dispatches one of the speakers at the 
demonstration has been lined for infring- 
ing the regulations for the protection 
of the public parks, though his eonBMl 
took an appeal to a higher court, con- 

itions with not 



the action of the Government in prose- 
cuting the Hyde Park speakers. A no- 
ticeable feature of the Hyde Park Fe- 
nian meeting was that it was presided 
over by an Englishman, and that as 
such he offered his hand tojmen of other 
nations, shaking hands with an Irish- 
man, a Scotchman and a Gerinan suc- 
cessively, amid great cheering, though 
it is mortifying that no American, in the 
absence of George Francis Train, had 
been employed for the occasion. 

The English republican movement, as 
Mr. Bradlaugh, in his letter, seeks to 
impress upon the public, is not identi- 
fied with the international association 
of workingmen, and its progress is 
attempted to be shown by the grant of 
several corporation halls for the deliv- 
ery of his lecture on "The Impeachment 
of the House of Brunswick," after it had 
been denounced as treasonable by 
peers in the House of Lords, and by 
many members of Parliament. He 
states that at the last Birmingham elec- 
tion, his party threw out the candidate 
who refused to allow the royal family to 
be made the subject of impeachment. 
The reform party contended with riots 
instigated by their opponents. Mr. 
Bradlaugh says that he had conducted 
more than eighty orderly meetings. 
The press, he declares, is studiously 
reticent on the subject of these meetings, 
but they had elicited from Mr. Disraeli 
a special defense of monarchy. He con- 
siders it perfectly right to oust the pre- 
sent roval family, s<> it be tried only by 
parliamentary nun. He has regarded 
the land question as the real battle 
ground in Great Britain. He horns 
that a republic will l>e postponed by 
liberal concessions on the part of the 
territorial aristocracy. He {ears the 
battle with the royal family will be 
precipitated by the refusal of the landed 
nobility to make concessions in time to 
avert it. He prefers gradual steps, but 
there is one step, the breaking up of 
large landed monopolies, wliich cannot 
loup >» po«tpoiic<l -witHrmt tv revolt on 
the part of the agricultural population. 
He now proposes to hold a national con- 
ference in some of the central towns, 
which will establish a British republican 
association affiliating with all the clubs. 
Mr. Bradlaugh declares himself and his 
movement to be tolerant in religious 
matters; politically, he says: 'T hold 
the. doctrine of a free church and u free 
State." The religious position is taken, 
according to the World's correspondent, 
to disarm the prejudices of many Eng- 
lish republicans who do not wish to be 
led by an intidel. 

We have seen no proof as yet that the 
great mass of the English people fear 
any change in their form of government. 
The agricultural question is, however, 
one practical and pressing interest. 
An iniquitous contract law still exists 
there that keeps the agricultural work- 
ers in a condition little above slavery. 
The organ of the Laborers' Union states 
that some friends of this class are mak- 
ing preparations by which at least half 
a million of the best farm-workers will 
be offered an immediate and attractive 
scheme of emigration to the coloui. 
At a recent meeting Stratford, the chair- 
man, Mr. Henry Brookes, stated that 
there were 800,000 agricultural laborers 
in England, of whom 140,000 had joined 
the Union. If a third of the whole 
number were to emigrate, it would cer- 
tainly tend to improve the condition of 
the others ; and to emigrate is about the 
only step they can take unmolested. 
Hardy English peasants, who can plough 
and chop wood, are the very class want- 
ed in Maryland and the Southern Statt?s 
where on average farm hand can earn 
more wages, besides good board, in a 
month, than a British field laborer re- 
ceives in six months. Such emigration 
woidd, perhaps, be a shorter road to 
freedom and republicanism than can be 
obtained by Fenian meetings and repub- 
lican agitation in England. 

Bewabe op Queen W\ll-I'a?eiis. — A 
physician in Western Massachusetts 
recently had a lady patient who, for 
several weeks, had been suffering from 
nausea, general prostration and other 
symptoms of slow poisoning. Failing 
to discover the cause of the symptoms, 
says the Hartford Courant, as a last re- 
sort, the doctor requested her to move 
from her chamber, the walls of which 
were covered with paper of a very light 
shade of green, so light indeed, that in 
the evening, it could scarcely be dis- 
tinguished from white. After leaving 
the room the symptoms immediately 
disappeared, and the patient rapidly 
recovered. A sample of the paper was 
forwarded for analysis to the State 
Chemist at Hartford ( Mr Joseph Hall, 
of the High School,) and was found to 
contain a large quantity of arsenic. Mr. 
Hall obtained the poison in the various 
forms of metalic arsenic, yellow ter- 
sulphite, silver ar senate and arsenious 
acid or common white arsenic He 
estimates that every square foot of this 
innocent-looking paper contained an 
amount of the poison equivalent to five 
grains of arsenious aoid, or double the 
fatal dose for an adult person. This, iif 
the moist, warm weather of last July 
and Agust, was amply sufficient to keep 
the air of a room constantly impreg- 
nated with the poison, and any person 
occupying such a room would be as 
ly poisoned as though the arsenic 
been taken into the otomach. — 
American.

Cloth Made op Glass. — A ^ass- 
spinner of Vienna manufactures glass 
which he spins into tlircads finer than 
cotton fibre or that spun by the sil 
worm. Great dexterity and constant 
care are required, and it is very trying 
to the sight of the spinner. The wheel 
he uses is five Austrian yards in diame- 
ter, and he runs off three thousand 
yards a minute, The glass yarn is sold 
for one dollar and thirty-six cents in 
gold, an ounce. This thread is nearly 
as tine as silk lint. It is used as a sub- 
stitute for wool wrappings by patients 
suffering from the gout, and also by 
chemists and apotHecaries for filtering, 
as it resists acid and heat. The thread

Two pious for railroad extension are 
now before the Mexican Congress. 
These enterprises are backed by Ameri- 
cans. 

One route passes from the City of j 
Mexico to Lagos, about half way be- i 
two, n the capital mid the Pacific ocean. ' 
One branch of it proceeds directly to 
the Pacific westward, and another 
northward to the Rio Grande, on the 
frontier of the United States, where it 
is to meet another railway coming from 
the north. 

This road is one of the most gigantic 
public works ever plauned in Mexico. 
It is proposed to run a narrow gauge 
railroad from the capital to the Pacific. 
Gen. Rosecrans, who is at the head of 
this enterprise, asks for a credit of the 
thousand dollars for every kilometre of 
tlie main track, and five hundred for 
every kilometre of the branches. 

The railway from Mexico to Vera 
Cruz is to lx' finished in 1870. 

Two hundred kilometers of branch 
railways are to be made, hading to 
various cities. After the completion of 
tlie main track, two hundred kilometers 
of these branches are to be constructed 
yearly. 

One of the roads is to be on the 
broad guage principle, and the work 
commenced nine months after the ter- 
mination of the track now almost fin- 
ished from the capitid to Vera Cruz. 

The extent of these lines is fixed at 
2275 kilometres.

Fossilized Fruit. — .Some very curi- 
ous specimens of fossilized tropical 
fruit have been shown in San Francisco.

Agricultural. 

FEED Tilt: LAND. 
The most egr. jxious fool win. uvea <>n 
the earth would Dot exp act to get good 
work out of his horse or that he would 
live very long without being fed, yet 
thousands of farmers are year after year 
drawing strength from their laud, and 
do not furnish it any nourishment iu re- 
turn. Land can no more stand such 
treatment than can tlie horse. Tin-v 
will admit tli.it if they expi et to pet 
good milk from their rows they must 
feed them, but nothing is farther from 
their thoughts than rh.ir they should 
feed the soil to enable it to yield large 
crops. And these same formers are 
constantly telling of the great crofM 
they got from their lauds in past years, 
and lamenting how sadly it has degen- 
erated. But a few years ago the aver- 
age yield of wheat in certain Western 
States was twenty to thirty liushelfl to 
the acre; now it is hardly fifteen, and 
only kept at that by tin- annual opening 
of new lands. Not long since the world 
was called upon to wonder at the fertili- 
ty of California lands, and the marvel- 
ous product of forty and even '"ixty 
bushels of wheat to the acre, buf*no\v 
tho papers are lamenting that these 
same hinds hardly average ten bushels 
jxr acre. The simple cause of this is 
that the soluble elements of fertility in 
these soils have been exhausted by tho 
constant growing of one crop, without 
manuring or rest. Even proper alter- 
nations of crops would have avoided 
this result, for there are crops, as clover, 
which act as decomposers of mineral 
elements in the soil, or by long roots 
tend to draw fertilizing matter from 
great depths to the surface. The roots 
of corn and wheat spread themselves 
luioruil v uutsr ti.« M.i rfmv-, shone of 
clover strike downward. Hence a mere 
change of crop would have been of some 
value; but on millions of acres this 
small boon of rest from incessant toil 
in one direction has been denied the 
weary soil. 

These lands are now in such a condi 
tion that not only must they have a 
change of crop, but they must also be 
fed. Few acres of them but contain 
some fertilizing matter, though it is in 
an insoluble state; other crop-food has 
been all drawn out, at least from near 
tho surface, and must lie supplied 
Therefore, to reproduco these lan^Js in 
their original fertility, we need sVUply 
to add an alkali to make the silica solu- 
ble, so as to have a good strong straw or 
stalk, phosphoric acid in some form and 
ammonia for the gram. Whether we 
supply these elements by commercial 
I fertilizers or by the use of the cheap 
and ever-valuable ground plaster, in 
connection with a green crop plowed 
under, is not a matter of much impor- 
tance — the great point is that they 
should be supplied. Every farmer 
should adopt the system of returning 
those elements to his soil which will be 
cheapest to him; the results from either 
are likely to be equally good, though, 
one may be slower than the other. And 
not only should the fanners who may 
thus reclaim their soils learn a lesson 
from the past, but it should bo forcihjv 
brought before, and practiced by, the 
thousands of young men who are and 
will be carving their fortunes from the 
now fertile soil of the new lands of the 
West. Dearly bought is the experience
